St. Louis, Sept. 10.—Eighty-one 
new, formerly undiagnosed cases 
of tuberculosis were located

ing the past six 
months 
through 
the case-finding and nursing pro­ 
gram of the Missouri Tuberculosis 
Association, according to a report 
made to the association’s board of 
directors by Dr. James Stewart, 
president. 
The organization’s three

health nurses made

visits to tuberculosis

their families. 
During their serv­ 
ice 1,714 
suspects

contacts 
were tuberculin tested, and

persons X-rayed. 
In commenting on the 
report,

association is doing an

In the past six months 
the three nurses have worked 
in

counties, 
co-operating 
with
